THE SOLE SURVIVOR 
IN TWINE INDUSTRY 


What Has Happened in an important 
Industry—is the Product Cheap- 
er to the Farmer 


In a recent the “Financial 
Post” says: “There is no business of 
& manufacturing character that has 
had more ups and downs than that 
of manufacturing binder twine. One 
of the factories, perhaps the only one 
in Canada, to make both ends meet 
is the Brantford Cordage Company. 
It is only after very strenuous efforts 
that this industry has beer!™kept to- 
gether and those who pay money into 
it have not as yet seen returns on 
their investment that could be called 
satisfactory. At the present time the 
company is doing fairly well, This 
by no means is an indication that the 
binder twine manufacturing business 
is one that offers much hope for the 
employment of new capital. The 
Brantford Cordage Company has the 
distinction of being the survivor out 
of many who started and have since 
disappeared.” 

There is one other big firm in Can- 
ada, located in Welland, Ont. It is a 
United States concern and no state- 
ment of*their affairs is available. It 
is known, however, that cordage forms 
an important part of thelr output, 
and it has been stated on the best 
of authority that the factor that de- 
termined the location of a plant in 
Welland some ten years ago was the 
impression that prevailed at that time 
that the Canadian Government would 
not long keep binder twine on the 
free list. Knowing the inside of the 
binder twine industry as the directors 
of this big firm do, they realized how 
difficult it be for a Canadian 
mill to operate successfully under free 
trade conditions, and believing that it 
was inevitable that twine would be 
made dutiable they came to Canada 
6o as to be in a good position to com- 
pete for the Canadian trade when the 
duty was put back. While thelr ex-

in this country are about fifty per 
cent, higher than in England. The 
cost of machinery is more, the cost 
of erecting a plant is greater, as well 
as the cost of fuel, interest charges, 
etc., which altogether bring the cost 
of woollen manufacturing in this coun- 
try up to practically thirty per cent 
higher than in England. 
Chief Essentials 

“Now, clothing next to food !s the 
chief essential of the people of ihis 
country and the per capita consump- 
tion of clothing is greater in this 
country than in any other country in 
the world. In the woollen branch, the 
country is capable of producing prac- 
tically seventy-five per cent, of the 
grades of raw material necessary for 
the entire amount of woollens con- 
sumed. In the cotton, we are in close 
proximity to the great source of raw 
material. We have an abundance of 
the labor necessary for such an in- 
dustry, but here again as in every 
other industry in this country, pro- 
duction costs are greater than on 
similar lines jn Great Britaln, The 
impracticability of such an increase 
in the British Preference so far as the 
textile industry is concerned must 
therefore be clearly seen,” 

The editor also draws attention to 
the fact that the experiment of the 
United States In making slashing re- 
ductions in its tariff on textiles has 
not yet proven itself, and until ft 
does so he thinks our best plan 1s 
to study closely the results that will 
make themselves manifest during the 
next few years in the United States 
before we take any steps towards 
granting an open door to the products 
of foreign textile workers. 


NO MILLS IN WEST 


Free Wheat Question Must be Settled 
For Milling Development 

On Ys return from Europe early in 
the year, Colonel Meighen gave an tn- 
terview to the Montreal papers in 
which he stated that in his opinion 
free wheat would be against both 
the interests of the milling companies 
and against that of Canada itself, and 
even against the interests of the farm- 
ing community. So far as the Lake 
of the Woods Company !s concerned, 
no action will be taken concerning the 
new mill spoken of some time ago, 
until the Government had decided 
upon {ts action; and if the agitation 
in favor of free wheat were success- 
ful, the company would take no action 
unti! such time as the effect of the 
new conditions were definitely known. 

While Qpslonel Meighen !s guarded 
in his statements it is a well known 
fact thet e@f] the best informed men 
in the mflMing industry in Canada are 
opposed tothe free entry of flour from 
the United States, and are of the 
opinion that xt vw‘ll arrest materially, 
if not stop “eS ~, the big milling 
develor g Obes taker place 
in W Vs by such as Regina, 
Medicine in, “Calgary, Saskatoon, 
etc,, in the past two years.

Calgary Exhibition 
Commenced 


That the entries for this year’s 
exhibition which opens on June 
29th, will at least be over 6500 
and possib y reach 7ooo by the 
time all are counted, was the 
information given out this week 
by Manager E. L. Richardson, 
This number does not include the 
700 entries in the Better Babies 
Contest, but even at that it shows 
avery satisfactory increase over 
previous years. In 1912 the tot- 
al number of entries was 4642

Fur farms, upon 
which live black and silver grey foxes 
are carefully raised and nurtured in 
surroundings made as much like the 
wild as possible, are now being 
throughout the 
province. 

The black fox is probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis 
tence today, and its comparative 
rarity, coupled with the uncertainty 
in the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
has turned the attention of fur men 
throughout the western provinces to 
the possibilities that lie in the rais- 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although this business of raising 
black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried on in Prince Ed- 
ward Island for some twenty years, it 
Was not until recently that men ‘n 
the western provinces became alive to 
the profits that exist in this indus- 
try. 

The infldx’of a large number of 
buyers from Eastern Canada, and the 
United States during the seasons of 
1912 and 1918, however, started a 
boom. The great number of live 
foxes brought down from the north 
curing that time, and the huge sums 
paid in many cases for these animals 
when delivered to Athabasca Landing, 
and Edmonton, instantly brought the 
business Wide publicity. 

The boom reachec its height dur- 

ing the spring and summer of 1913. 
During the months from March to 
September of last year, over half a 
million dollars was invested in fox 
puppies, and grown animals of the 
black and silver grey varieties. Most 
of this was spent by buyers from 
Fastern Canada, although William 
H. Kane, representing the fox farm 
of that name at Ogden, Pennsylvania 
took out animals to the value of 
7,000. . 
‘ollowing the wide publicity given 
the various big ‘deals, business men, 
as Well as fur buyers and traders, in 
Northern Alberta turned their atten- 
tions to the business, and fox farming 
{s now stepping into the ranks as a 
very important industry. 

Ten companies, with a combined 
capital approaching a million dol- 
Jars, are now operating in the prov- 
fnee. Ranches have been started in 
several districts in North and 
tral Alberta where conditions 
said to be ideal for the rearing 
these expensive little animals 

The enormous export of live black 
foxes durin; the prst”two years did 
not, however, go. unwatched by the 
gxovernment. During the winter sit- 
ting of the prov.ncial house of Al 
berta a bill was passed prohibiting 
the taking of the animals from April 
to November. As the puppies are

Barbers Come High in Canada 

The barber shops of Canada_and the 
United States are said to be a8 fine as 
any in the world and te charge the 
highest prices. Comparatively few 
cities of Europe use high revolving 
chairs and many of these rufi their 
barber shops in connection with meo’s 
furnishing stores 

In most European cities a hair cut 
and a shampoo costs six cents, and 
in parts of Londor a shave costs four 
cents. In some Italian cities one cent 
is charged for a shave and two cents 
for a hair cut, and in Turkey barbers 
take. their entire pay in fips.

land switches while waiting for cus- 


tomers and many French barbers 
do ladies’ hair dressing.- Austrian bar- 
bers are compelled to serve apprentice- 
ships for four years, on pay beginning 
at 41 cents a week and ending at $1.02 
a week, before chey can own their 
shops.

Syrian barbers seat their custom- 
ers in straight backed chairs before 
tiny wall mirrors, and fix queer 
shaped pans sbout their throats. 
Then they rub or with their fingers 
lather made from cheap soap.

for $2 a month 

In China the barbers carry stools, 
smail tubs, razora and scissors abcut 
the streets, stopping on the 
walks to perform thelr work, just as 
scissors griaders do in America.

CHILDREN DRIVEN TO SUICIDE 


‘Pupils in Schocls of Germany Break 
Break Down From Overstudy 

The end of the winter schooi term 
in Germany has again been marked 
with, the psychological problem and 
annual manifestation which has con- 
fronted school authorities and govern- 
ment for years—the inevitable epidem- 
ic of suicides of school children. 

Again the stiff annual spring ex- 
aminations have literally proved the 
“hari-kari” for the boys nervously 
broken down by overstudy under the 
tremendous pressure of the German 
school system These boys preferred 
death to the 1eproaches of father and 
mother and the gibes of their com- 
panions because they failed. 

Just how many families have dis- 
covered too late that they were driv- 
ing their sons to death by their goad- 
ing, their threats if they did not pass, 
their reproaches because they did not 
learn faster, and daily upholding be- 
| fore them that they would be the dis- 
grace of their parents if they failed 
is not yet known, as al) the returns 
are not all in. The number, however, 
is said to be in excess of last spring. 

In Berlin Hans Jirjann, aged 18, 
failed to pass in high school, and 
promptly fired the contents of an auto- 
matic pistol into his chest. The same 
ay the 15 years old son of a printing 
house proprietor threw himself in 
front of a train at the Jannowitz sta- 
tion and was ground to death. In the 
pocket of his coat was found a nove. 
It read: “I failed. 1 cannot go home.” 
| That same afternoon2the body of a boy, 
lagea 17, son of a clerk in the city 
council, was fished ont of the viver 
Spree. He, too, sad failed in his ex- 
; amination. 

In no country is education the “gate” 
in fact the only entrance to employ- 
ment, occupations and professions, a3 
‘in Germany. Almost every occua- 
tion or -ealling except menial work is 
barred to all excep’ those who have 
suceeeded in obtaining the one-year 
certificate or diploma, which entitles 
the holder to serve but one year in the 
jarmy instead of two and to a large ex- 
tent practically dotermines his social 
and economic chances of the future. 


Uncrowned Kings 

| Apart from the sact that he was the 
most succerfful chocolate manufac- 
|turer in the world, W. Henry Menier, 
who died recently, had another claim 
to distinction. He was monarch of 
| Anticosti, an island in the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence one hunderd and 
twenty-five miles long and fifty miles 
broad, which he purchased in 1896 
for £25,009. M. Menier’s object in 
|purebasing the island was to trans- 
form it imto the biggest private game 
preserve in the world. He had it 
}stocked with all sorts of animals and 
had two armed steamers to protect 
the island and its fisheries.
